Mr. Kemp received his appointment 
to the place on his 47th birthday, and 
last Friday he celebrated his 60th. 
Since he was 17 years old he has been 
constantly at work, and now retires 
in order, that he may enjoy his first 
real rest.

way commissioner, 
Mr. 
Kemp 
was 
chairman of tho ways and means com- 
mittee of tho house of representatives 
and In that capacity reported tho hill 
which established the present system 
of registering motor vehicles rind their 
operntors. 
In tho first year of the 


operation of the system, the receipts 
were $160,000; laal 
year 
they had 


Increased to more than JG.oort.000. 


Tn tho 13 yeara ho has occupied the

and has aided municipalities in 
the 
construction of 1500 more.

er a surplus and no longer the prompt

The average American boy trained 


in our public schools has an aversion 
to. manual labor such as is done in 
building railroads, or tilling the soil.

The second Installment of the fed- 


eral income . tax assessment for the 
year, of 1921 came due today. Those 
who have neglected to fulfill this obli- 
gation to the government had better 
get busy at once" as there Is penalty 
attached for the failure to make the 
payment. Those who allow the day 
to elapse without making the payment 
will be required' to pay the balance 
of the entire tax and forfeit the privi- 
lege of. making the payment In quar- 
terly periods.

This is true of the Italians, who have 
given us a large proportion of our 
immigrant labor.
